population, of the United States 10 
years ot age and over who were un- 
able to speak English, complied from 
the returns of the 14th decennial cen- 
sus, taken *ss of January i. 1920. 


The foreign-bore white population 


of the United States 10 years of ago 
and over on the census date. 13,497- 
886, included 1,488,948 persons, or 11 


i per cent of the total, who were re- 


j ported as unable to speak English. 
Both the number and per cent are only 


i about half as large as in'1310, when 
2,953,011 foreign-bom white persons 
10 years of age and over, representing 
22.8 per cent of the- total, were return- 
ed as unable to speak English. 


The great decrease in this respect 


during the decade is the result ot sev- 
eral causes: Many of thy immigrants 
enumerated in 1910 who were unable 
to speak English have since learned to 
do so, others have died, and still oth- 
ers have returned to their native coun- 
tries. 
The number of non-English 


sp-aking immigrants who came to the 
United States during the decade was 
much smaller than during the preced- 
ing decade, and the great majority of 
them -arrived prior to August 1, 1914, 
and therefore had time to learn the 
language before the ..census o£ 1920 
was taken.
